The citizens of Shréveport, La., ‘are 
imitating the excellent. example of those 
of Bloomington, Ill.

ON TRIAL FOR TAX FRAUD 


Springer the First of Alleged Con- 
spirators Arraigned. 


Evidence That He ‘Engaged a County 
‘Detective to impersonate a Jeweler 
Before the Commissioners. 


Nathan Springer, who is considered by 
District Attorney Jerome to be the chief of 
the personal tax fraud conspiracy, was 
placed .on trial-yesterday before Justice 
Herrick, in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court for attempted: subornation 
of perjury. 

At the time of the exposé ofthe scheme 
two other men were.arrested and held with 
Springer as aceomplices. One of ‘these 
was Philip Baer, the former City Hall li- 
brarian, and the other. Walter P. Sawyer, 
a clerk. Sawyer has turned ‘State’s evi- 
dence. Baer will be’ brought to trial imme- 
diately after thé case of Springer has been 
disposed of. 

It took less than an hour to obtain a juty 
in the case. “Assistant ‘District Attorney 
Schurman, in outlining the case for the 
prosecution, said that Epringer had induced 
County. Detective William K. Secord to 
represent himself as Monroe K. Bryant, a 
jeweler of .7.,-Maiden lLane,. before Tax 
Commissioner Goggswell, ‘in an. effort, to 
havée Mr Bryant's assessment reduced. from 
$80,008 to $10,000. 

Mr. Bryant. testified ‘that a young man 
whom he believed to be the defendant had 
called on him twice, in- January in refér- 
ence to having his taxes réduced. 

Abraham Levy, ' on cross-examipation,
